Once I pulled up a 
big 
fellow 
(shark) and he tore around on the 
surface and ran aginst the boat and 
pulled and thrashed until I thought 
1 had hooked him. but he went down 
again, taking the hook and line for 
I could not. stop him, and in pulling 
next time he broke loose, and I had 
the head and piece of body of about 
a 12-poung grooper, probaDly about 
five pounds worth. 
After 
awhile 
“ Funky ” had a hunch and such pud 
ling as we had to do, and up comes a 
shark about eight feet long, as big 
around as he is and weighing any way 
300 pounds, and hooked. 
The fight was on. Mr. Shark would 
take a notion to go down and Mr.

Spheres of Influence. 


The idea prevailed in Europe and 
among the leading men of the var­ 
ious nations of Europe that the c iv ili­ 
zation of today, the European and 
American civilization, was bound to 
take root in China, and that imme­ 
diately upon its doing so. the pro­ 
ducts of Europe and America would 
seek that country as the future m ar­ 
ket place for their surplus products. 
And so it was that the 
European 
countries, looking forward to a time 
when they would need a foreign mar­ 
ket, and taking advantage of every 
opportunity in the -world-tha-t could 
be had to establish one, established 
in China what they were pleased to 
call their spheres of influence. Rus­ 
sia. as you know, was beating down 
upon Northern China and -Manchu­ 
ria. England had a part of it: France 
took a part. Germany took a part, 
and Italy took a part. 
And there 
were certain divisions of China, and 
they said this within certain boun 
daries shall be your seat of influence 
W e ll, what did this mean? It meant 
simply that they proposed to control 
the markets in the several ports oi 
China for their own people. 


The Open Door Policy. 
Now admissably we occupied 
the 
most advantageous territory to deal 
with China, the great Pacific ocean 
lying between. Confessedly by all the 
powers we occupied the position </ 
advantage. The Spanish war came on 
and we took the Philippine Islands 
and had possession over there so near 
to the boundary lines of China. Under 
the international law's all conceded 
that we had a right to a voice in 
what was going on. 
In that condi­ 
tion of affairs Secretary of 
State 
Joh n Hay took up the question of 
the open door policy of trade in China 
with the different European coun­ 
tries. I must pass over this briefly. 
I came to know Mr. H ay slightly, 
and this being a thing that I knew 
appealed strongly to all 
American 
people I ventured to talk to him one 
day about it, and he gave me 
a 
printed copy of the correspondence 
between him, representing our gov­ 
ernment, and the governments 
of 
Europe. 1 have it at home now and 
prize it very highly. To cut the story 
short, Jo h n H ay in a very few months 
compelled Russia, Germany, France, 
England and Italy of the European 
countries, and Japan and the other 
Eastern countries, to consent to and 
agree with him that the open door 
policy of trade should be established 
(between China and all of these other 
countries.

you value that much or not. If you 
do not, my fellow citizens, I venture 
the prediction that it is because you 
have not studied it.

With the danger and horror of the 
situation aside Vesuvius presents one 
of the most splendid sights imagina­ 
ble. 
The mountain of 
fire, 
whose 
•peeeh is by detonation and whose acts 
are destruction, seems lik e an enraged 
giant determined to mak e the pigmies 
of earth feel the might of his wrath. 
Here and there on the mountain side 
stand the blasted trunk s of pine trees, 
their hare 1 ranches 
outstretched as 
though in protest against the devasta­ 
tion the volcano has wrought. 
The 
mountain is a colossal brazier. 
Tor­ 
rents of liquid tire, resembling in the 
distance serpents with glittering yel­ 
low and black scales, are coursing yel- 
all directions, auiid rumblings, detona­ 
tions and earth-trembliugs 
while 
a 
pall of s'llphurods stnok e hovers over 
all. 
The streams of lava are resistless. 
They snap lik e pipe stems the trunk s 
of chestnut trees hundreds of years 
old, and blight with their torrid breath 
the blooms on the peach trees before 
the trees themselves buvebeen reached. 
The molten streams do not spare the 
homes of the peasants, and when these 
have been razed they dash into the 
wells, as though seek ing to slak e their 
thirst, and. having tilled them, continue 
their course down the mountain side.
